bo far as its legality is concerned. 
The 
m b subdivision of bec. 1692, Revised 
Statutes of Ohio, gives cities the right 
to organize^ aud maintain a police de­ 
partment 
Ac ting with this law as a foundation, 
the Codified Ordinances, page 72, Sec. 
*43, gives authority for the organiza­ 
tion of a police force in East Liverpool. 
It says the mayor shall appoint the ©fla­ 
tters with the consent of council, and 
they shall serve for one year. 
There­ 
fore Officers Grim aud Finley have 
seine time to fill under the old rule, 
*nle88 it was specifically stated aud so 
recorded that.they were for the purpose 
of serving out the unexpired terms of 
the men arkose positions they took. 
All the policemen are appointed for one 
year, but it is a poor council whose 
members are unable to find charges 
against an officer if they are really 
needed to put him out of official life. 
No one denies the right of council to 
appoint deputy marshals, a whole town 
of them if they desire. That is provided 
for in section 1847.Revised Statutes, bot 
the men who made that, either pur­ 
posely or accidentally, deprived it of 
■ach of its nsesulness by making no 
arrangement to pay them. The oity 
marshal is a state office, and the office 
rf deputy should occupy the same posi­ 
tion. The marshal is given fees, but 
the law provides that the city can also 
pay him for his work. 
Nothing, how- 
over, is said about paying deputies. 
The law, as applied to deputy mar­ 
shals, was never intended for use ex­ 
cept in emergencies, shonld it become 
■ecessary by reason of riot or fear of 
disorder, to increase the police protec­ 
tion of some town or village not pro­ 
vided with a police department. 
If a 
town had nothing but a marshal to 
keep its roughs in check, aud those 
roughs should some day gain the ascen­ 
dency it would be necessary to have 
additional force. 
The law provides for 
that in the section which council took 
•nTaesday night for the purpose ot 
knocking down Mayor Bough’s appoint­ 
ments. 
Council seems to have it all its own

Ho told Davis tiiat tho soldiers consid­ 
ered tho war was over and that he had 
trouble In holding his troops together. 
Davis did not agree with min, aud he 
ordered 16,000 horseshoe* sent there to 
equip his troops for flight through the 
ton th. 
A chort time later, howovor, when he 
got ready to fly, Wheeler was about the 
only commander who could got soldier* 
to go with him, and it was little Gen­ 
eral Joe who followed the Confederate 
president with a troop of 600 men. 
Davis and his cabinet soon saw, how­ 
ever, that their hope was a forlorn one, 
and they scut orders to Wheeler to dis­ 
band his troops and take care of himself. 
This Wheeler did and a short time latei 
was captured by the Union troops and 
was sent with Jefferson Davis north to 
prison.
